This must end in order to free our 
econom y and prov ide for full em ­ 
ploy m ent. (E x cess Profits tax es w ere 
repealed prom ptly after World War 
IJ on corporations only , while the top 
indiv idual rate has rem ained at 9 1 
per rent.) Tax rates which progress 
en indiv idual incom es to 70 per cent 
under the House bill are still self- 
defeating and should lie further re­ 


duced as follows;

OTTAWA, 111. (.Pl — One hundred 
years ago today, Abraham Lincoln 
delivered his celebrated address at 
the dedication of a military cemetery 
at Gettysburg, Pa. 


The greatness of the speech and 


power of the words were not im­ 
mediately recognized. 


It is said that Mr. Lincoln was 


asked to speak at the dedication 
after the program was nearly com­ 
pleted by local leaders. 
The speaker of the day was Ed­ 
ward Everett, former president of 
Harvard 
University, 
secretary 
of 
state and senator from Massachu­ 
setts. He had a reputation as one of 
the nation’s great orators. 
Everett spoke for nearly two hours; 
Mr. Lincoln for .just a few minutes. 
Everett d e t a i l e d nearly every 
phase of the Battle of Gettysburg, 
July 1-3, 1863, in which the dead at 
the cemetery had fought. His speech 
was widely and fully covered by 
newspapers of the time. 


Many newspapers also printed 


accounts of Lincoln’ s speech, but 


mostly on inside pages. A few 
papers printed a text of Lincoln's 
address. 
After Mr. Lincoln had returned to 
Washington 
following 
the 
speech, 
Everett wrote him: 
“ I should be glad if I could flatter 
myself that I came as near the cen­ 
tral idea of the occasion in two hours 
as you did in two minutes.” 
In the audience for the dedication 
was 
Thaddeus 
Hampton, 
onetime 
school 
teacher 
who 
owned 
and 
edited the Ottawa (111.) Weekly Re­ 
publican, predecessor of the Daily 
Republican-Times. 
Some of the soldiers who died at 
Gettysburg were from Illinois and 
five were from Ottawa. Hampton 
made the trip to report for his paper 
on the dedication. 


Hampton arrived in Gettysburg 


the night before Mr. Lincoln ap­ 
peared at the cemetery'. He wrote 
in the Republican about events that 
night: 


“ The crowd the night before called 
on the President for a speech, who 
responded briefly and managed to 
say nothing but the customary for­ 
malities.” 
Hampton’s newspaper account of 
what Mr. Lincoln said at the ceme­ 
tery differed from what has been

The official version of the addrress 


follows: 


“ Four score and seven years ago 
our fathers brought forth on this con­ 
tinent a new nation conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the proposi­ 
tion that all men are created equal. 


“ Now we are engaged in a great 
civil war, testing whether that nation 
or any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated can long endure. We are 
met on a great battlefield of that 
war. We have come to dedicate a 
portion of that field, as a final rest­ 
ing-place of those who here gave 
their lives that the nation might live. 
It is altogether fitting and proper 
that we should do this. 


“ But, in a larger sense, we cannot 
dedicate—we cannot consecrate—we 
cannot 
hallow — this 
ground. 
The 
brave men, living and dead, who 
struggled here. have consecrated it. 
far above our poor power to add or 
detract. The world will little note, 
nor long remember, what we say 
here, but it can never forget what 
they did here. It is for us the living, 
rather, to he dedicated here to tho 
unfinished work which they 
who 
fought here have thus far so nobly 


advanced. It is rather for us to be 


here dedicated to the great 1ask lie- 
fore 
u s— that from these honored 
dead we take increased devotion to 
that cause for which they gave the 
last full measure of devotion—that 
we here highly resolve that these 
dead shall not have died in vain— 
that this nation, under God. shall 
have a new birth of freedom—and 
that the government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth.” 


Hampton also xx rote that Lincoln 


left for Washington by train a few 
hours after the s|x*ech and the 
train 
Hampton took 
for 
Harris­ 
burg left a little later, “ but owning 
to the execrable management of 
the North Central and Gettysburg 
branch we xxcre oxer IO hours on 
the way, crowded into the cars 
without lights or fire. ” Harrisburg 
and Gettysburg arc about 35 miles 
apart. 


At ihe exact hour Mr. Lincoln was 
speaking at Gettysburg, a meeting 
was being held in Ottawa “ for the 
purpose of perfecting and devising 
ways by w hich funds shall he raised” 
for a monument to Ottawa s and 
LaSalle County’s Civil War dead. 
The newspaper reported that citi­ 


zens had subscribed several hundred 
dollars for the memorial but that 
several thousand dollars more were 
needed “ for a proper memorial.” 
It took IO more years before the 
memorial was built and dedicated in 
Washington Park, near the center of 
Ottawa. 


LaSalle County sent aliout 5,000 
mon to serve with the Union forces 
in the Civil War. Some 1,000 of them 
died on battlefields, in prison and in 
hospitals of wounds.
